appeared at the office, and he discussed his book to be . 

titled "The Day KENNEDY was shot", pointing out that he 
was actually just going to cover one day and that little 
things were primarily what he was looking for. He stated 
he was going see a number of people in Dallas and 
primarily what he would like to have from me or DRAIN »as 
exactly how and when we got the evidence from former Police 
Chief JESSE CURRY, how was it transported to Washington, . 
which airport, and, how was it taken into the Laboratory. 

I called Assistant to the Director, C. D. DE LOACH 
and he stated he could see no objection to giving him this 
information as long as he would not attribute it to coming 
directly from us in the book. 

It is noted BISHOP and wife are staying In the 
. Statler-Hllton Hotel, Room 1748 and 1750, 
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
